PCA member registration on our website is growing daily. Remember, if 
you are a PCA member, you still should register on the web to become 
part of the online community for library materials and other 
communications and information. To do that, go to the "Members" tab and 
read the FAQ for registering if you are a member with an email address. 
Also, we have created an online archive for the PCAccent in the 
"registered members-only" section of the website. If you are interested 
in previous email newsletters, please find these under "Library."
